Oats to a Motor Car 


And Thereby Rises a Diffi- 
cult Problem on the 
Prairies 


An interesting sidelight on the 
problems of the modern clergyman in 
the far-flung country parishes of 
western Canada was revealed by His 
Lordship Bishop Gray in his address 
before the Diocesan Convention of the 
Churen of England Women's Auxili- 
ary in the parish hall of All Saints 
on Tuesday, Not s0 many years ago 
the clergyman ambled his way about 
the countryside wish a horse and bug- 
gy. It was a simple matter to turn 
the horse out to pasture in the sum- 
mer, and even in winter there was of- 
ten a friendly farmer who brought a 
load of hay or a few oats for the 
“preacher's mare.” Modern times, 
however, have brought the automobile 
without which the clergyman would 
find it well nigh impossible to visit his 
flock and conduct his services, which 
may extend to as many as five scate 
| tered churches in the less accessable 
{areas. No friendly service station 
owner sends the churchman on his 
way with blessings and a gift of gas- 
oline; so that the $100 a month sal- 
ary which ts received by the married 
}or unmarried clergyman must provide 
for the necessary transportation fuel 
The Bishop considered that this put 
him out of pocket from $25 to §33 
each month, so that he was sometimes 
tenipted to think that he was taking 
food out of the mouths of his children 
to put into his chariot, Aside from 
this there are repairs and incidental, 
The Bishop of Calgary and the Bishop 
of Edmonton are both gravely con- 
cerned over the matter, and have sug- 
gested that parishioners provide for 
two thirds of the gasoline necessary 
for the transportation of the clergy- 
man
